NEW YORK, Sept. 29 (JP) — 
F ortune m agazine, in its last 
pre-election survey , said today 
Gov. Thom as E. Dewey is lead­ 
ing President T rum an by th e 
“alm ost unbeatable m argin of 
44 per cent to 31 per cent.” 
T he findings of the poll, con­ 
ducted by Elmo Roper, “m erely 
reinforce and confirm th e re ­ 
sults 
of 
the^ four 
preceding 
public-opinion polls conducted 
between April and August of 
this y ear,” th e m agazine said. 
“Ail of them indicated th a t in 
th e election to come Mr. Dewey 
will pile up a popular m ajority 
only slightly less th a n th a t ac­ 
corded M r. Roosevelt in 19 36 
w hen

boards 
against Alf L andon.”

G REAT FALLS, M ont., Sept. 29 
(JP)—“Let no dictator or trigger- 
happy m ilitarist any w here” m istake 
cam paign argum ent in Am erica for 
disunity , Gov. Thom as Dewey said 
tonight. 
In th e text of an address prepared 
for delivery in th e Civic C enter 
building, th e R epublican presidential 
nom inee said: 
“L et m e send this m essage from 
G reat Falls to Paris, and bey ond 
P aris through th e iron curtain: 
“T he R epublican P arty is engaged 
in th is cam paign for th e express 
purpose of bringing our people clos­ 
er together so they can realize th eir 
great future and find peace w ith 
honor in th e world. 
“And let no dictator or trigger- 
happy m ilitarist any w here m ake any 
m istake about th a t purpose.” 
Dewey Ta lks W ith Dulles 
T he New York G overnor sounded 
th a t note of caution after a day of 
intense work on a m ajor foreign 
policy speech he will m ake in S alt 
Lake City tom orrow night. I t will 
be broadcast over a national ne t­ 
work (NBC) from 9 :30 to 10 p. m., 
EST. 
In th e preparation of his speech, 
Dewey last nig h t talked w ith his 
adviser on 
foreign 
affairs, 
Joh n 
F ester Dulles, a U nited S tates dele­ 
gate to th e U nited N ations G eneral 
Assembly now in session in Paris. 
T he G overnor planned to contact 
Dulles in th e F rench capital again 
tonight. 
A special com m unications sy stem 
has been set up to keep th e Dewey 
cam paign tra in and Dulles in close 
touch. 
All th roug h the W est, Dewey has 
been ham m ering aw ay a t th e them e 
this country ’s foreign policy has

“It is a m om ent In history , like 
never before, w hen our destiny and 
th e fate of peace in th e world x x 
depend on m aking clear to every 
foreign nation th e fa ct th a t the 
A m erican people are united, T he 
totalita rian states m ust not m is­ 
understand 
w h at 
is

here.” 
T urning from th e tense foreign 
situation, Dewey told his audience 
if he is elected in November his 
adm inistration will “reject the de­ 
featist doctrine th a t our country is 
fated to swing wildly from boom to 
bust.” 
T h a t 
doctrine, 
he 
added, 
is 
“shared only by those who do not 
understand Am erica or th e m iracles 
which a united people can achieve.” 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 29 (JP) — 
M tobert M itchum , th e truck driver 
^ vh o became a movie star, pleaded 
Innocent today to possessing m ari­ 
juana. B ut his 
attorney delay ed 
proceedings briefly by insisting he 
couldn’t understand the indictm ent 
because part of it isn’t in English. 
T he handsom e M itchum , w ith Ac­ 
tress Lila Leeds and two other com ­ 
panions. was arrested Septem ber 1 
in a raid on a secluded cottage in 
Laurel Cany on, above Holly wood. A 
grand jury indictm ent accuses them 
of possessing a drug weed which 
police identified as m arijuana. 
Jerry G iesler, the attorney who 
has represented such movie figures 
as C harlie C haplin and Errol Fly nn 
in court troubles, referred Superior 
Judge Thom as L. Ambrose to a sec­ 
tion of th e indictm ent m entioning 
th* “flowering tops and leaves of 
Indian hem p (cannabis sativa.)” 
*T alway s thought hem p was used 
to m ake rope,” Giesler said, bringing 


a laugh from the judge and packed 
courtroom . 
He stum bled over cannabis sativa, 
a L atin term , and told the judge: 
“I can’t pronounce these words, and 
I don’t know w hat they m ean.” 
He -said, arguing for dismissal, 
th a t th e indictm ent m ight as well be 
“in the Japanese or Chinese lang­ 
uage, or even heirogly phics.” 
“It was th e intention of th e fram ­ 
ers of the C onstitution,” he con­ 
tinued, “th a t persons charged know 
| the m eaning and significance of in­ 
dictm ents.” 
B ut the judge overruled him . and 
M itchum in a clear voice pleaded 
“not guilty .” So did two of his co­ 
defendants, Actress Lila Leeds, 20, 
and Real E state Salesm an Robin 
Ford, 31. The fourth m em ber of the 
accused quartet, D ancer Vicki Evans, 
was granted a delay until October 1 
for her attorney to argue sufficiency 
of 
th e 
evidence. 
M itchum , 
Miss 
Leeds and Ford face trial starting 
November 22.

Barring Of Negro 
From Okla. U Held 
Unconstitutional 


Immed iale Ad mission 
Not Ord ered By Court 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 29 (JP)— 
B arring of a negro graduate student 
from th e U niversity of O klahom a 
was held unconstitutional today . 
•A three-judge Federal C ourt did 
not order his im m ediate adm ission, 
however. 
Instead, it gave the state tim e to 
am end its segregation laws to perm it 
all negroes to enroll for courses not 
available in separate schools. 
Gov. Roy J. T urner prom ised the 
court in a letter th is will be done. 
T he court did not rule th e sta te ’s 
segregation laws unconstitutional in 
th eir entirety . O klahom a provides 
some college courses in a segregated 
negro school and these were not 
affected by today ’s ruling. T he state 
does not now provide graduate work 
in this school. 
T he negro graduate student who 
appealed to the court is G. W. M c- 
Laurin. 
A retired professor, he tried to 
enter 
the university to com plete 
work on a doctor’s degree in edu­ 
cation. 
U niversity officials adm itted he 
was barred solely because he is a 
negro. 
Langston U niversity , th e sta te ’s 
only negro college, does not provide 
th e degree he seeks. 
“In so fa r as the O klahom a s ta t­ 
utes deny or deprive adm ission of 
the plaintiff to th e university they 
are unconstitutional and void,” said 
th e federal court opinion. 
I t was read by U nited S tates C ir­ 
cuit Judge A. P. M urrah, concurred 
in by Bower B roaddus and Edgar S. 
V aught. 
All th ree are O klahom ans. 
“W e refrain a t this tim e from 
granting injunction relief on the 
assum ption th a t th e state will fol­ 
low th e law ,” th e judges said. 
M cLaurin asked for an injunction 
restraining th e university from en­ 
forcing th e state racial segregation 
laws barring him from the school. 
T he U nited S tates Suprem e C ourt 
last Janua ry held O klahom a m ust 
provide equal facilities for negro and 
w hite students. I t did not rule on 
the broader question of the consti­ 
tutionality of O klahom a’s segrega­ 
tion laws.

T he F-8 4 is m ade by R epub­ 
lic A ircraft C orporation, w hich 
h a s contracts to produce 9 74 of 
them . T he A ir Force has plan­ 
ned to have a t least 360 F-8 4s 
by the end of this y ear. 
Air Force officials w ithheld 
com m ent in w hat they think th e 
trouble m ight be. I t was recall­ 
ed th a t Secretary of Air Sy m ­ 
ington told a congressional com ­ 
m ittee last June th a t a je t plane 
is “a very tricky and extrem ely 
difficult airplane in m any way s 
just because of its new ness.” 


Kirkman Resigns 
Md. Budget Post 


BALTIM ORE, Sept. 29 (JP)— W al­ 
ter N. K irkm an resigned today as 
director of budget and procurem ent. 
K irkm an has h ad a hand in state 
financial affairs for 25 y ears and 
Gov. Lane said accepting th e resig­ 
nation is as difficult a task as he 
has ever been called upon to per­ 
form. 
He added in a letter to 
K irkm an: 
“Few indeed have been th e public 
officials who have created for th em ­ 
selves the kind of record y ou leave 
behind in th e service of the people 
of M ary land.” 
T he G overnor nam ed Jam es G. 
R ennie, present chief of th e Budget 
B ureau, to take K irkm an’s place 
starting Friday . 
R ennie has been 
in th e sta te service since 19 29 . He 
has been w orking w ith K irkm an on 
th e state budget for nine y ears. 
K irkm an asked to be relieved so 
th a t he m ight escape the heavy 
responsibility 
and h ard 
work 
of 
draw ing up th e tw o-y ear budget 
w hich m ust be ready for th e G en­ 
eral Assembly w hen in convenes in 
January . 
“I feel th a t th e tim e has come 
for m e to be relieved of th is re ­ 
sponsibility ,” he w rote the G ov­ 
ernor. 
He also pointed out th a t he is 
68 , 
th ree y ears above th e age for vol­ 
untary retirem ent. 
K irkm an said 
he 
would 
m ake 
him self available to assist the G ov­ 
ernor and R ennie In solving “the 
problems 
of 
considerable 
m agni­ 
tude” which accom pany form ulation 
of the new budget.

O n the other hand, th ere 
are m any com m unities in w’hich the 
nurses are given m uch m ore re ­ 
sponsibility because interns are not 
available and physicians m ust fore- 
sake the details and spend all th eir 
tim e on th e m ore critical problems. 
U nder these circum stances there is 
no lim it to th e am ount of training 
th e nurse could m ake use of. 
N evertheless, th e problem m erits 
our attention because th e nurse is 
indispensable in our Am erican way 
of practicing m edicine. O vertrain­

What Is To Be The W ay Out?

W ASHINGTON,

way out? T his question comes as a 
logical sequel to the oft-heard com ­ 
m ents hereabout th at, 
of cour.^e,

Ing an open conflict. 
*n» ere are various ways of dls- 
piinlUK of the dispute w ithout hu* 
m iltatlou til Huy nation. 
A form ula 
of this nature is aiways an m n <nl- 
a nt consideration in attem pting to 
compose international friction. 
U nfortunately pride enters into 
controversies to th e degree th a t pa r­ 
tisans in each country Insist th ere 
can be no recession or even m*)di- 
flcatioii of a position adopted. T hus 
one explanation for the rlght-abo il- 
face which B talln took after agree- 
liig to a lifting of the bU>ckiiiie was 
the pressure from his own Com m un­ 
ist P arty leaders th a t such a move 
would be interpreted as a coiif*^- 
sion of error and diplom atic de­ 
feat.

The ideal way out of acute dis­ 
putes of this kind is U) achieve a 
solution th a t doesn’t offend tiie sen­ 
sibilities on either side. 
Sucli 
a 
procedure could 
come 
about if th e U nited N ations, aft^r 
hearing the full debate on the is­ 
sues. ordered a form of m ediation in 
which, both sides accept certaui con­ 
ditions tem porarily pending the out­ 
come of th e m ediation. 
If the U nited N ations is to suc­ 
ceed as an instrum entality of peace­ 
m aking it m ust look upon th e fric­ 
tion between Russia, on the one 
hand, and the three w estern pow>jrs 
on the other, as In the sam e cate­ 
gories as any other dispute th a t 
th reatens 
peace 
or 
an 
outbreak 
of arm ed conflict. 
Ftm i Step In M ediation 
T lie first step in m ediation is to 
achieve th e .status quo or a condi­ 
tion w hich will perm it fu rth er nego­ 
tiation. 
It is apparent from a reading of 
the “w hite paper” given out by 
th e S ta te D epartm ent here th a t th e 
U nited States did not wish to nego­ 
tiate “under duress” and insisted 
on a lifting of th e blockade as a 
pre-requisite to a 
discussion -of 
over-all Issues th a t are really in 
tlie background of the whole dispute 
between the cast and th e west. 
T he w estern pqwers did neverthe­ 
less negotiate under duress as the 
evidence of recent weeks plainly dis­ 
closes. Ju st why the Allies did not 
request a “temporary’” lifting 
of

be explored, is difficult to under­ 
stand. It could have been agreed 
a t the sam e tim e th a t such "tefn- 
porary” solution was not to be re­ 
garded as prejudicing th e eventual 
position of either side in th e nego- ^ 
tiations.

For some weeks there has been in 
W ashington, am ong com petently in­ 
form ed persons, an idea th a t th e 
R ussian he^ds have already m ade 
a so-to-speak interim m odification 
of policy. Tliis idea, as held during 
recent weeks and to some extent 
still. ha.s been th a t Russia would for 
the tim e l>etng reduce her aggres­ 
siveness m the European area of 
her world-wide drive.

C ertainlv the world was not 
as 
confu.sed m August, 1939. to say 
nothing of Ju ne. 1914. as it is today. 
At T eheran. Y alta and Potsdam , 
th e U nited States. G reat B ritain 
and Soviet Ru.ssia entered upon a 
series of settlem ents w hich have 
led to failure. No principles of in­ 
ternational justice guided Roose­ 
velt. C hurchill or Stalin. 
Tliey bargained and S talin wa.s 
the be.st trad er of the three. He 
made deals which gave him Europe 
and 
Asia from the Elbe to the 
Pacific. He out-traded Roosevelt on 
every proposition. 


T he present Berlin erisla waa

R ight tiiere is the e.vsenllal error 
which has produced all Wie troubles 
a t Berlin — because nothing was 
reallv settled a t Potsdam . I quote 
Jam es F. Byrnes as m y w itness: 
“Ben Cohen and I prepared th e 
plan for the creation of th e Council 
of Forqipn M inisters. W hen I pre­ 
sented it to President T rum an for 
his con.sideratlon, we suspected w hat 
later we foiind to be true: the Soviet 
U nion did not wish to act prom ptly 
cm a G erm an treaty. . . 
“. . . Tlie Foreign M inisters, sh ort­ 
ly thereafter, would take up the 
G erm an treaty, agree on fundam en­ 
tal probIem.s such as frontiers, and 
local governm ents, and then ap­ 
point different deputies to begin 
d rafting a G erm an settlem ent. T he 
peace treaties ba.sed on these gen­ 
eral ngreemcnt.'s would then be pre- 
^rnted to nil the United Nations for 
tlieir 
con.%lderatlon

am end­ 
m ent. . 
Bvrne.H htm self says of this u n­ 
workable plan: 


*Tt was a good theory. But it 
w as faulty in one assum ption. I 
had assum ed th a t at the end of 
hostilities an era of peace would 
be so deeply desired by those 
nation« th a t 
had 
fought the 
wiir In unity th a t the liie» liable 
dllTerenre« of opinion eould be 
rcMoivrd w illioul « erlou« d iffi­ 
culty.” 


So instead of the com batants, the 
allies, the U nited Nations, w hatever 
you w ant to call them , dealing w ith 
G erm any a t a peace conference, the 
subject was relegated to four for­ 
eign m inisters, those of th e U nited 
States, G reat B ritain. Soviet Russia 
and Prance. At th e first full m eet­ 
ing a t Potsdam , after the organiza­ 
tion of th e Council of Foreign M in­ 
isters, Molotov drew a red herring 
across the discussion by raising the 
issue of Greece. So th a t started 
a fight t h a t . got now here. 'Then 
they rowed over freedom of the 
pre.ss, over how to hold elections and 
.such topics. M eanwhile, th e B ritish 
held an election and achieved a 
change of governm ent m idstream . 
Churchill was replaced by A ttlee; 
Eden by Bevin. T his com plicated the 
situation no end as both Attlee 
and Bcvln were as new as T rum an 
and Byrne.s. W hat a field day Stalin. 
Molotov and Vishtiuiky had w ith 
Midi negotiators on the other side 
of the table! 
T his is w hat happened concern­ 
ing the G erm an boundaries: 
“T he President asked how the re ­ 
parations issue could ever be se t­ 
tled ’if part of th e G erm an te rri­ 
tory is gone before we reach agree­ 
m ent on w hat reparations should 
lie.’

T he W ashington county com m issioners took th a t 
action because they were satisfied th a t the taxpayers 
frill welcome the change once they are given the 
opportunity to experience the advantages voting m a­ 
chines offer, and to realise the savings in the cost of 
conducting elections they m ake possible. 
I t is different in Allegany county. 
As a result 
cf a move inspired by Commissioner W ilkinson, th e 
taxpay ers are being denied th e use of voting m achines 
a t this election. 
Instead, they are called upon to go 
through the form ality of expressing them selves via a 
referendum to be found on the ballot November 2. 
Com m issioner W ilkinson Resorted to th is delaying 
tactic in the face of endorsem ents of th e voting m a­ 
chine by m em bers of the Board of Steelton Supervisors, 
th e Republican and Dem ocratic S tate C entral Com­ 
m itteem en for Allegany county, and by # alm ost every 
person closely associated w ith election procedure and 
who have had th e opportunity to observe the dis­ 
advantages of the paper ballot m ethod. 
In addition, a t least five m em bers of th e Allegany 
county delegation to th e M aryland G eneral Assembly, 
tone m em ber disputes the House of Delegates Journal 
w hich shows th a t he supported th e legislation) and IU 
Senator, voted to r the bill and enabling act to m ake 
it possible for Allegany county to have voting m achines. 
Since then, five of th a t num ber who have been con­ 
tacted and who have expressed them selves on th e 
issue, continue strong advocates of them . 
In th e face of this widespread endorsem ent by 
those in a position to realize the benefits to be derived, 
it seems certain th a t th e voters will retu rn a m andate 
to th e County Commissioners to carry ou t th e pro­ 
visions of th e m easures authorizing th e installation 
of votir*g m achines so th a t they, too, m ay enjoy th e 
economical and other advantages offered.

There are many individual* who 
believe Dial the American nurtr I* 
overtrained. They believe that after 
many years of long and arduous 
schooling these men and women are 
too superior to engage in ordinary 
nursing procedures or work in the 
small and less desirable hospitals. 
In other words, they want nurses 
“to be angels at the bedlids but 
fools lo chemistry." 
o — o — o 
The successful outguns of many 
Illnesses depend* upon the finn fwd 
care of these attendants. The in­ 
dividual with a broken hip, for ex­ 
ample, must spend weeks in con­ 
finement. 
After the bones have 
peen set someone must be nearby 
at times to feed, bathe, and attend 
to all the detail* which ars re­ 
quired for the well being of the 
helpless patient. The same applies 
to those who have Just hod aa 
operation, heart attack, or pneu­ 
monia. The critic* claim that such 
duties do not require lour years of 
education, and th this respect they 
are right. On the other hand, these 
are many communities in which the 
nurses ars given much more re­ 
sponsibility because interns are not 
available and physicians must fore­ 
saile the deters and spend all their 
time on the more critical problems. 
Under these circumstances there Is 
no limit to the amount of training 
the nurse could make use of. 
Nevertheless, the problem merits 
our attention because the nurse is 
indispensable in our American way 
of practicing medicine. Overtrain­ 
ing never has hurt anyone, but 
those who do the teaching may ba 
neglecting to sue** the obvious 
duties ol this profession. Perhaps 
they are too absorbed in chemistry, 
physiology, and medicine, and place 
too little emphasis on bedside man­ 
ners and the basic needs of a sick 
individual. 
o —o —o 
• 
Borne authorities believe that the 
nurse'* aid or practical nurse holds 
the solution to the problem. Others 
suggest that the nurse’* course be 
shortened to two years, a t the end 
of which time the young woman or 
man may be designated a* a quali­ 
fied nurse. The better pupils could 
continue tor two more years to be 
trained for more specialized work. 
At any rate, there is no scarcity of 
plane, and it mill be interesting to 
ate what the future brings. 
What the average American fam­ 
ily would Uke today is someone who 
mould lake over the household when 
mother I* affected with an ordinary 
ailment such as a cold or dysen­ 
tery. or is recuperating from an 
operation. 
This individual would 
have to be a combination of house­ 
keeper and nurse or, in reality, the 
old fashioned practical nurse of by­ 
gone years.

Russia Seen Continuing Her 


Over-All Tactics And Strategy 


By MABB SULLIVAN 


About the presently acute phase 
of our relations with Russia, two 
Judgments are fairly general. One 
Is not so much a judgment as a 
statement of difficulty about hav­ 
ing a firm Judgment. 
When a 
source of* the best possible judg­ 
ment, American Ambassador to the 
Bouet Union Walter Bedell South. 
Was asked by newsmen about the 
possibility of war with Russia, his 
instinctive reply was “It's too deep 
for me.” There is in many quar­ 
ters a judgment that war with 
Russia will not come soon. The 
other judgment, held rather gener­ 
ally, I* that Russia will not walk 
out of the United Nations as a con­ 
sequence of our putting the contro­ 
versy over Berlin up to that body. 
One strongly held conviction is 
that 
It does 
not 
m atter 
much 
whether Russia walk* out of the 
United Nations or not. Anything 
Russia does or does not do about 
the present crisis is a detail of the 
broad pattern of her policy and 
objective. And the most worthwhile 
Judgment, over-all sud long-term, is 
that this pattern will continuers* 
in the pa.NL Tile present crisis does 
not call for any greater anxiety on 
Ute part of the American people 
than has bren and la called for bv 
realization of Rnssla'a permanent 
policy and objective. To say tills is 
not a Poll.vanna palliative to serve 
the momenL Our over-all relation 
with Russia Justifies the deepest 
possible concern. It is life or death 
for us as a nation and for Western 
civilization. 
Decision Within Field of Tactics 
What Russia now does about Ber­ 
lin is a decision within the field of 
tactics. What she has already done 
about Berun composes a mlcroco.Mii 
of her strategy a* a whole. Her 
tactics about Berlin have included 
surprise, creation of tension, “war 
of nerves'', agreements made and 
not kept, the putting us under bur­ 
den of great expenditures, some use 
of force but not enough to be out­ 
right war on her part or to call on 
us for making outright war. These 
are tactics practiced by 
Russia 
everywhere. Added to them in her 
world-wide strategy are |>erpettia- 
tlon of post-war chaos and creation 
of new chaos, conspiracy, infill ra­ 
tion of Communism 
into other 
countries and into their govern­ 
ments, 
labor union! and other 
institutions. 
Bo far ss the Russian heads give 
consideration to Initiating outright 
war, it is'not difficult to infer what 
goes on among them. They con­ 
sider merely whether their other 
strategy, their tactics other than 


war, wiU be enough. They consider 
the defense we have set up, con­ 
sisting mainly of bringing about 
economic recovery to countries re­ 
sisting 
Communism 
in 
Western 
Europe and elsewhere, encourage­ 
ment of union and military strength 
by countries of Western Europe and, 
of course, building up great military 
strength ourselves. 
The Russian 
heads survey 
all 
this and then consider whether our 
effort will be enough to resist their 
purpose of dominating the world, 
and whether our endurance will be 
enough to keep it up long enough, 
whether 
e i t h e r 
our 
economic 
strength or the morale of our people 
will break under the strain. The 
Russian heads must consider also, 
without doubt, the other possibility, 
that Hie defense we are building up 
for ourselves aud the world may 
be successful; that when and if 
economic recovery has bern achieved 
in Western Europe, and we with 
the rest of the non-Communist 
world have become militarily strong. 
It would be too late for Russia and 
Comm un ism to a c h i e v e world 
domination by making war. 
In 
military adelite is a phrs.se. tile 
“optimum moment*' for making war. 
To the Russian hriuls, the optimum 
moment Is sonic time much short 
of tile completion tit our defense. 
Russian Strategy To Cantina# 
For some weeks there has been in 
Washington, among competently in­ 
formed persons, an idea that the 
Russian hegds have already made 
a so-io-speak interim modification 
of policy. This idea. as held during 
recent weeks and to some extent 
still, has been that Russia would for 
the time being reduce her aggres­ 
siveness in the European area of 
her world-wide drive. The notion 
has been that the Russian heads 
will take account of two develop­ 
m ents— first. the failure of at­ 
tempts last fall and winter to bring 
about Communist coups in Italy and 
France: and second, that the Rus­ 
sian heads are troubled by difficul­ 
ties they are having in the Com­ 
munist satellite countries behind 
the iron curtain.

What Is To Be The W ay Out?

Unfortunately pride enters into 
controversies to the degree that par­ 
tisans in each country insist there 
can be no recession or even modi­ 
fication of a position adopted. Thus 
one explanation far the rigbt-sbo li­ 
lac* which Malin took after agree­ 
ing lo a lifting of the blockade waa 
the pressure from his own Commun­ 
ist Party leader* thai such a move 
would be interpreted as a confes­ 
sion of error and diplomat**: de­ 
feat. 
The Ideal way out of acute dis­ 
putes af this kind la to achieve a 
solution that doesn't offend the sen­ 
sibilities on either side. 
Such a procedure could come 
about if the United Nations, after 
hearing the fuU debate on the is­ 
sues. ordered a form of mediation in 
which both sides accept certain con­ 
ditions temporarily pending the out­ 
come of the mediation. 
If the United Nations la to suc­ 
ceed as an instrumentality of peace­ 
making U must look upon tho fric­ 
tion between Russia, on the one 
hand, and the three western powers 
on the other, as In the same cate­ 
gories as Any other depute that 
threatens peace or an outbreak 
of armed conflict. 
First Step In Madtotten 
The first step hi mediation Is to 
achieve the status quo or a condi­ 
tion which will permit further nego­ 
tiation. 
It is apparent from a reading of 
the “white paper” given out by 
the Blate Department here that Ina 
United Bute* did not wish to nego­ 
tiate “under duress" and insisted 
on a lifting of the blockade as a 
pre-requisite to a 
discussion -of 
over-all issues that are really in 
tho background of the whole dispute 
between the east and the west. 
The western pqwers did neverthe­ 
less negotiate under duress as the 
evidence of recent weeks plainly dis­ 
closes. Just why the Allies did nm 
request a “temporary” lifting of 


the blockade, with the understand­ 
ing that other questions would then 
be explored, is difficult to under­ 
stand. It could ha vs Assn agreed 
at the same time that such “tem­ 
porary” solution was not to Ae re­ 
garded as prejudicing the eventual 
position of either Bde In the nego­ 
tiations.

So instead of the combatants, th# 
allies, the United Nations, whatever 
you want to call them, dealing with 
Germany at a peace conference, the 
subject was relegated to four for­ 
eign ministers, those of the United 
States.

At the first full meet­ 
ing at Potsdam, after the organiza­ 
tion of the Council of Foreign Min­ 
isters, Molotov drew a red herring 
across the discussion by raising the 
issue of Greece. So that started 
a fight that got nowhere. Then 
they rowed over freedom of the 
press, over bow to hold elections and 
such topics. Meanwhile, the British 
held an election and achieved a 
change of government midstream. 
Churchill was replaced by Attlee; 
Eden by Be vin. This complicated the 
situation no end as both Attice 
and Bevln were as new as lYomsn 
and Byrnes. What a field day Malin. 
Molotov and Vlshtnaky had with 
such negotiators on the other side 
of the table! 
This is what happened concern­ 
ing the German boundaries: 
“The President asked bow the re­ 
parations issue could ever be set­ 
tled ’if part of the German terri­ 
tory is gone before we reach agree­ 
ment on what reparations should 
be.*
